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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is in response to the communication 05/23/2008. Claims 2, 4-5, 7, 11-14 and 
19-21 have been cancelled. Claims 1, 3, 6, 8-10, 15-18 and 22 are currently pending. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed on 5/23/2008 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of Patents 6,418,444 
and 6,742,006 have been reviewed and are accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 

Drawings 

3. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because instant specification discloses items #404, 408, 410, 414 and 416 and Fig.4 
does not correspondingly depict these items. 

Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside 
the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to amended Claims 1, 3, 6, 8-10, 15-18 and 22 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 USC 102(e) rejection of amended claims 1, 
3, 6, 8-10, 15-18 and 22 has been withdrawn. However, Examiner requests the Applicant to 
amend the claims to overcome the 35 USC 1 12 Second Paragraph rejection. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 6, 8 - 10 and 15-18 contain the trademark/trade name Java™. Where a 

trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular 

material or product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 

paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is 

uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used properly to identify any particular 

material or product. A trademark or trade name is used to identify a source of goods, and not 

the goods themselves. Thus, a trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the 

goods associated with the trademark or trade name and, accordingly, the 

identification/description is indefinite. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1, 3 and 22 are allowed. 

7. Claims 9 and 16 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

8. Claims 6, 8, 10, 15 and 17-18 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
